Dear Sir: — Pursuant to request we have audited the accounts of George 
Vaux, Jr., Esq., Treasurer of the Academy of Natural Sciences of Phil- 
adelphia, for the fiscal year ending November 30, 1910. 

All income received by the Treasurer, as well as that collected by the 
Trust Company of North America and remitted quarterly to him, was 
accounted for and properly credited on the books. 

All payments as shown by the Cash Book, except those made by the 
Trust Company of North America for the account of the Academy, were 



verified by comparison, with the cancelled checks together with the prop- 
erly approved vouchers. Statements rendered by the Trust Company of 
North America, containing a record of receipts and payments made for 
the Academy's account, were properly recorded upon the books. 

We had the Pass Book containing the accounts of the Academy with 
the Girard Trust Co. and the Trust Company of North America balanced.
